These old stones 
were put up, most likely, at the same time as the fence, and 
they have a Gothic character at the apex.

At a little distance the church gives the idea 
that it is built of squared and dressed stone, The pointing 
glves that impression, Actually it was built of odd~shaped, 
boulders and field stones withwry little dressing or shape, 
excepting at the corners. Consequently the pointings are xxa 
sort of deceptive screens. Heithor sensible nor in good

arches are not very well made, is truth and sincerity, which 


are alvays in good taste. 


I don't like the fence or the gateway in front 
of the church. Too much for the modest Little church ~- too 
elaborate in its ornamentation. It is so high that it 
obscures the view of the church — you camnot see the. church 


for the gateway. 


I would have preferred a low stone wall with 
small gate posts extending across the whole front, which 


would have left the view of the church unobstructed. 


Vulgarity or bad taste is pretence and deception,

COURT TO DETERMINE OBJECT OF BEQUEST 


Dr. Gideon Silverthorne Leaves $5,000 
for Upkeep of Cemeteries. 


By a motion filed at Osgoode Hall today the 
court is asked to determine the specific object and 
purpose of a bequest of $5,000 in the will of the late 
Dr. Gideon Silverthorne in respect to the care and 
maintenance of the burial plot and cemetery at Dixie 
in which he {s buried. 

The problem is involved in that three parcels of-—~- 
land in two separate cemeteries at Dixie are involved. 

The bequest provides two funds, one of $2,000, 
the revenue of which is to provide for the care and . 
proper upkeep of the plot in which he was buried, the 
other of $3,000 to the upkeep of "Dixie Cemetery” in 
Toronto township. 

Matorial filed with the motion shows that Dr. 
Silverthorne was buried in the cemetery attached to the 
church of St. John the Baptist at Dixie, and, immediately 
adjoining it, without demerkation of any kind, is the 
Dixie Union Cemetery, both properties being bounded on 
one side by the Presbyterian church property. 

In his affidavit as former solicitor, J. J. 
Maciennan reviews the history of the Silverthorne family

To this lot some years leter was added a furthe: 
section of tworthirds of an acre, and together these 
comprise the present Dixie cemetery. 

Immediately adjoining to the east of these two 
parcels of land is the Anglican cemetery vested in the 
Ancorporated synod of Toronto. nnd 

Shortly before his death and in the precence 


of a newhew, Dr. Silverthorne visited the cemetery and 
selected the location of the plot he desired to be 
buried in, and as a matter of record the purohase price 
of this plot had not been fully paid at the time of his 
death. 

Porsonal selection, family interest and two 
separate properties provide a nice problem in law for 
the court to decide.

In the village of Dixie, near the point where the 
elestric. railway crosses. the Dundes, highway, an _ 
impading and beautiful stone arched gateway has béen 
erected ‘in front ‘ofan ancient rough cast building, 
from which the plaster coating has fallen in ereat 
flakes. ° = 

Theré is a striking incongruity between this fine 
modérn archway and’ the tottering ealPiod. of whieh it is 
the portal. Motorists passing by no doubt? até “the F 
contrast and wonder if there is 8 reason. 

There is a reason ahd it is en historical ‘ones 
The gateway, new as"it is, has a history: and: the’ © 
building, has a far larger background of time, aswell 
as the tombstones.

The largest tombstone in the cemetery is the 
monument of the Silverthorn family, the first settlers. 
Another early family, of which there are many lapidary 
reoords, is the Wilcox family. 

In the Erindale home of the chairman of the board 
of trustees, Mr. Miles Vokes, a Toronto merohant of 
note, born in this neighbourhood, I saw the original 
deed of gift, a faded paper covered with old-time 
caligraphy and with the seals still attached. 

By it, in 1810, Philip Cody, transferred, for the 
nominal sum of five shillings, "to John Silverthorn 
and others " and their heirs in perpetuity, a plot of 
land on Dundas St. for "building and erecting a free 
church of the Protestant religion and school and other 
public use.” 

To it the donor and three trustees- John Silverthorn 
Alan Robinet, and Daniel Harris- set their names and 
Beals. 

"Have the trustees always been three in number?" 

I asked Mr. Vokess 

"Yes," said he "When one dies the others appoint 
his successor. The present three are; Mr. R.Graham, 

a@ former alderman of Toronto: Mr. Sam Harris of Cooksville 
and myself."

NEY GATES FOR DIXIE CEMETERY 


New gates recently erected at the entrance of Dixie 
Union Cemetery, through the generous donation of $5,000 
by the late Sir William Gage fot this purpose. The 
cemetery dates far back into the 19th century, ancient 
stones, formed of the ficld stone found in adjacent field: 

At one stime, 
Anglicans, Methodists, Presbyterians and Baptists worship- 
ae in the little church just inside the gates, ana 
buried their dead in the cemetery.

Another curious item in the old Union Cemetery 
is tea) toe It bears a cross and marks the 
grave of a strange transient, one Williem| Walmer) The 
son of an English lawyer, he had been shipped in 
disgrace when only sixteen from the 014 Country. He 
travelled from place to place working among the 
gardners (sic). He was drunk when killed on the high- 
fay and was buried in the plot of someone else. No 
one knew anything of his people and no one could be 
notified when he met this tragic end at the age of 62 
and came at last to his rest in the tranquil quiet of 


old Dixie Union Cemetery.

There appears to be considerable expressed 
Opposition to the advertised Proposal of the trustees 
of the Dixie Union Cemetery to have the old stone 
church and shed there torn down and removed in order 
to obtain what is stated to be @ substantial sontribution 
for the maintenance of the cemetery. Certainly now 
that the buildings are not being general utilized for 
the purposes it. was originally deeded to the pudlic 
and has become somewhat dilapidated from lack of repair, 
their removal would doubdtless improve the appearance of 
the cenetery, but owing to its old association with 
fortler usefulness ag a place of worship for over a 
century for several denominations, sentiment is strongly 
against its destruction. I+ has been advocated that 
Dixie not having a Public meeting place the church might 
be repaired and used for such purposes with givens 
and the old shea ton down, and “residents at Dixie woula 
doubtless bear the expense. The needed maintenance 
for keeping the cenebry in condition could be borne, 
it is bleimed, by an assessment of the plot holders.

dispose of the builai ut they are doubtless confident 


of their position. It is to se hoped that the matter can 


be amicably settled ina satisfactory marner.
